Washivbton, Deo. 12.—Assistant Sec- 
Tffiiry Vanderlip, who is not expected 
ijfTv nntil Dec. 20, has made his second 
llTifornial report of his observations in 
j orto Rico. 
He said in part:

Till* heavy pavnieuts for crops made a 
Teluudaut currency and a great deal of 
n was sbippi'd away. 
Eventually the 
^ovi rnrm'ut decided on a silver coinage 
for the island, making a further profit 
dt'hasiiig the silver in the peso. The 
«Iver 111 the peso is 900 fine. The Spau- 
iftb government gave this new peso a 
^rtain redeemabiiity by ofTe.’iug to re- 
-deem them at the Bank ot Spain in 
uidrid at 95 in gold. 
'•One ot the American commanders 
^ o r ts to me that a condition that must 
V? taken into account is the ownership 
oi most of the plantations. They are 
nearly all owneti by Spaniards; a great

4t was thought an easy tempo'rary soiu- 
fioii of the situation to fix the rate of 
ch an ge as between American dollars 
•nd pesos at two for one. That worked 
satistactorily for a little while, but the 
excliauge dealers soou found that they 
maUl make a more profitable rate of ex* 
change and our ratio, therefore, became 
inettective and inoperative. Tne settle- 
*u*nt of the question lies between two 
extremes. On the one hand the fixing 
of the value of the pesos at the exact 
value of the bullion and ou the other 
giving It an equivalent gold value eqnal 
io llie nominal redeemable rate of 95, 
which the Spanish government fixed. 
"Exclmnge dealers have controlled 
ihe Hiuatiou with little reference to the 
aoinal balance of trade. It would be a 
•hardship ou tne debtor class to have the 
peso too high, and the debtor class is 
the whole working population of the 
4slaud. 
There is a great amount of 
Bniall debts. 
No one seems to work 
without the spur of a debt behind him, 
ftud to compel the repayment of these 
debts in a coinage more valuable than 
that in which they were contracted, 
would bo a great hardship. It is be- 
lievt d by some that to undervalue the 
peso, gauged by the average exchaugo 
rate, would work much less hardsnip. 
and would really come verv near being 
just, it would enable the small debtor 
class to more easily meet their obliga­ 
tions and would even, if the exact 
bullion value were taken as a ba.sis, 
«till oiler ample proiit to tlie money 
lenders, for they have oppre> sed the 
iKjrrowers with an ingenious variety of 
merhuds.

The scheme of taxation is some* 
like this: The ct iitral government 
levied on the municipalities (a niuuici*

fkurther sums lor local expenditures, 
scheme • of taxation by which this

“The best opinion is that the judi­ 
cious introduction of our internal reve- 
ime system and the abandonment of 
the Sjiiuiish system would be wise.

gife the now scheme further popularity. 
At is thought by some that, for the

Noted Cuban Liberator Died In 
Washington.

13.— Warm personal 
friendships and mutual regard have 
arisen between II e two pea<*e commis* 
sious as the result of their extended 
controversy at close quarters. 
Sunday several members of both com- 
niissions exchanged calls. 
The Amen* 
can corumiHsiouers imoflicially informed 
the Si> auiards that they would be glad 
to have the two commissions dins to­ 
gether. The reply which, like the invi* 
tatiou, was conveyed 
diplomatically 
through a third party, was that the 
^J)alJlards would be most pleased, but 
leart'd it would be inadvisable because 
it might be misconstrued at Madrid, 
where already much feeling existed 
against the bjianish commissioners. 
^everul members of the IJuited States 
comims.-aou were inclined at first to 
puoli'.li the text of tne treaty, but Sen­ 
ator P'rye made a strong piea tor the 
observance oi 
courtesy 
toward the 
United Stares senate, and his argu­ 
ments ¡irevaiied. 
Puriher details, however, have been 
learned as to me wording of the treaty, 
winch nrovides that Cuba is to be re- 
liutpiiMied and that Porto Rico and the 
Philippines are to be ceded. The Amer­ 
icans are to pay tor the repatriation of 
the Spanish troops from all the colonies. 
The Spaniards are to return ail pris­ 
oners held by them. They are to re­ 
tain possession of all military stores 
and munitions of war in the Philippines 
and of such ships as have not been 
captured. 
ihe commercial treaties between the 
two nations which the war raptured 
are to be renewed at the couvenienoe of 
the two nations. 
The peace treaty was signed Saturday 
evening.

He then returned to the United 
Slates and together with Jose Marti at* 
tempteil aiiothex revolution. He landed 
in Cuba with a few followers, but the 
country was tired of war and wanted 
to try the homo rule offered by Spain. 
He capicnlatod to the Spanish forces in 
order to save his few rtimaiuiug fol­ 
lowers and was again baiiishea to Spain 
in ISSO. where he rt iuaiiied under sur­ 
veillance until 1S95, when the last revo­ 
lution broke out in Cuba. Then he 
escaiK‘d to France and later to New 
York. 
His movements since that time 
and his active participation in the war 
are familiar to many newspaper rtiaders.

The ti pan’arils believing he 
was apout to die gave him a pardon. 
For his participation in the revolu­ 
tionary movement General Garcia was 
sent to t>pain, where for fear years he 
was confined in castles and fortresses, 
rem aining there until the peace of Zan 
Jon. 
He then returned to the United 
States aud together w ith Jose M arti a t­ 
tempted another revolution. He landed 
in Cuba w ith a few followers, but the 
country was tired of war and wanted 
to try the home rule offered by Spain. 
He capitulated to the Spanish forces in 
order to save his few rem aining fol­ 
lowers and was again banished to Spain 
in I SSO, where he remained under sur­ 
veillance until 1895. when the last revo­ 
lution broke o at in Caba. Then he 
escaped to France and later to New 
York. 
His movements since that tim e 
and his active participation in the war 
are fam iliar to many newspaper readers.

valise. 
He said he had nothing to say 
for publication, beyond the fact th at he 
was glad to get home. 
Stevenson was seen this m orning at 
the home of his father, W oodlawn and 
Spring streets, by a representative of the 


l f BW S R e v i e w , and said: 
“ Of cooree. I am glad to get home, 
hat after the first tw o or three m ouths I 
was in Ooinmbns it was only a m atter 
of staying there, as I had nothing to do 
bat take charge of the uew prisoners, 
and w hen none arrived I was not busy 
and could go to bed and get ap when I 
pleased. 
I was out every day. going to 
the w arden's office and spent m ach of 
my tim e there. 
I knew several days 
ago th at I would be paroled and was 
glad to hear it., although if I had served 
the rem aining eight m onths of my sen­ 
tence it simply m eant th at I woald stay 
there and do bat little work. 
A prisoner 
w ho has violated the roles cannot get a 


parole, and while I am out my behavior 
has to be the best, and I cannot leave 
the state w ithout special permission,and 
if I intend to locate out of the state 
will have to show th at I have obtained 
lucrative employment and m ast give a 
suitable bond. 
“ I do not intend to do anything until 
the first of the year, as it is only tw o or 
three weeks away. 
I have two or three 
things in view but don’t know as yet 
what I will do 
I haven’t decided 
whether I will renew the practice of 
law , but I do not intend to locate here.' 
He was then asked about the prisoners 
from this county, and replied : 
“ Jess McGregor, who was sentenced 
for killing Liz Ewing, has one of the 
best jobs in the penitentiary, and is 
private secretary to the secretary of the 
board of managers.

No event since the w ar has caused so 
much excitement and interest in Havana 
as the landing on Cuban soil of the bat­ 
talion of the Second United States vol­ 
unteer engineers on Thanksgiving day 
w ithin sight of Morro Castle. It marked 
tho beginning of a now era in Cuba’s 
history and was witnessed by a curious 


j crowd of Spaniards and Cubans, who 
I have looked forward to the actual coin 
ing of Uncle Sara’s soldiers as the real 
beginning of tho cud. 
Immediately upon landing the en­ 
gineers pitched their camp w ithin a 
mile of t heir landing place, and it at 
once became tho m agnet around which 
sw anned thousands of natives, curious 
for a glimpse of the sturdy American 
soldiers, compared w ith 
whom they 
them selves are hut pygmies in stature 
and strength. 
A dead line was drawn 
around the camp site, across which no 
one was allowed to pass, either inward 
or outw ard. 
In the center of the camp 
Old Glory was raised on a tall pole, aud 
now the stars aud stripes wave m ajes­ 
tically and are visible for m iles around. 
The m ilitary plan of the occupation 
of Havana and adjacent territory by the 
United States troops was given oat for 
the first tim e today. 
This problem was 
at first one of the most puzzling that 


land forces was ueeiiwu necessary. 
er, when the capture of the city was 
rendered nnnecessary, it wa9 decided to 
continue the original plan of action 
w ith extensive prelim inary elaboration 
From the explanation given by the en­ 
gineer officers now in charge of the 
work it is easy to comprehend the 
prim ary m ilitary theory involved. The 
arrangem ent of the troops in a semi 
circle around Havana would have made 
it not only possible but comparatively 
easy for the entire arm y to have closed 
in on the city w ithout leaving a loop­ 
hole tbrongb which the enemy could 
have escaped or made a form idable re- 
Bistance. So comprehensive and accurate 
were the original plans of campaign 
against Havana th at daring the tim e 
which has elapsed since the necessity of 
capturing the city wa9 dissolved no im ­ 
provement has been suggested for a plan 
of peaceful occupation. 
Orders were issued today to the Amer­ 
ican soldiers to salute every Spanish 
officer whom they passed in Havana or 
at the camps. This caused a suppressed 
m urm ur of disapproval to creep from 
man to man, as tho soldiers apparently 
-till regard tho Spanish troops as ene­ 
mies and feel little like saluting them. 
I he fact is, however, that tho order 
was issued only after the commander 
cf the Spanish troops in Havana had 
called upon tho commander of the Unit­ 
ed States troops and after a friendly 
and graceful 
greeting informed the 
American commander that he bad or­ 
dered all Spanish troops to salute Amer­ 
ican officers whenever recognized. 
The 
feeling now existing between the offi­ 
cers of the two nations is most cordial, 
aud m any courtesies are being 
ex­ 
changed.

morning, reached here Saturday night. 
He was greeted at the station by his 
brothers, John and Lawrence Stevenson 
and a N e w s R e v ie w reporter. 
He was 
comfortably dressed and earned a small 
valise. 
He said he had nothing to say 
for pnblication, beyond the fact that he 
was glad to get home. 
Stevenson was seen this morning at 
the home of his father, Woodlawn and 
Spring streets, by a representative of the 


N e w s R e v i e w , and said: 
"O f connie. I am glad to get home, 
bat after the first two or three months I 
was in Oolnmbns it was only a matter 
of staying there, as I had nothing to do 
bat take charge of the new prisoners, 
and when none arrived I was not busy 
and coaid go to bed and get np when I 
pleased. 
I was oat every day. going to 
the warden's office aud spent mach of 
my time there. 
I knew several days 
ago that I woald be paroled aud was 
glad to hear it, although if I had served 
the remaining eight months of my sen­ 
tence it simply meant that I woald stay 
there and do bat little work. 
A prisoner 
who has violated the rales cannot get a 
parole, mid while I am out ray behavior 
has to be the binit, aud I cannot leave 
the state wit hoot special per mission, and 
if I intend to locate oat of the state I 
will have to show that I have obtained 
lucrative employment and mast give a 
suitable bond. 
" I do not intend to do anything antil 
the first of the year, as it is only two or 
three weeks away. 
I have two or three 
things in view bat don’t know as yet 
what I will do 
I haven’t decided 
whether I will renew the practice of 
law, bat I do not intend to locate here." 
He was then asked about the prisoners 
from this county, and replied ; 
"Jess McGregor, who was sentenced 
for killing Liz Ewing, has one of the j 
best jobs in the penitentiary,

abonts. 
"For the year Stark county had 20 
children; Crluinbiaua, 44.

sent a boarder. 
•‘We feel a just pride in the decrease 
of the per capita cost, yet we do not 
want vou to imagine we have stimed 
iho children in the amount or'qnality of 
food. However, close economv has been 
ex ercised in every , department, and 
while we have had plenty of ’the neces­ 
saries of life, the intere.st of .the tax - \ 
payer has been look ed after, and no 
waste is allowed in any ofj.the depart­ 
ments.

CZAR’S N E W EST WHIM. 


The PittHburR Dispatch o f yesterday 
gave pro minence to an article which it 
alleges is an interview with a retired 
po ttery m anufacturer o f this city. 
It is 
interesting because o f its inaccuracies. 
The gentleman is credited with sav ing: 


“ I believe the co nsummatio n o f the 
trust deal will entail great suffering, no t 
o nly upo n hundreds o f peo ple here, but 
upo n the to wn itself. 
While it is true 
that we do no t po sitively kno w what the 
pro po sed co mbine’s plans are,yet we are 
po sitive that it will result in an exo dus 
o f wo rkmen fro m this city.” 
'•But will no t the plans be o perated to 
their capacity under the trust’s adminis­ 
tratio n ?” 
••Yes,” he replied, •‘but with o ne 
management fo r pro bably 
40 plauts 
which are no w o perated by as many 
individual co no erns, there will neces­ 
sarily co me a reductio n in the number 
o f emplo yes. 
In the first placo a large 
traveling fo rce will no t be necessary as 
is no w the case. 
At present each large 
po ttery has Its reo reseiitatives in the 
great cities o f the U nited States. 
Take 
New Yo rk fo r instance. 
With 40 indi­ 
vidual po tteries, each o ne being repre­ 
sented there, 40 men wo uld be emplo yed. 
But co nso lidate tho se interests, which 
means 
to 
kill 
ho me 
co mpetitio n, 
and this fo rce o f 40 wo uld bo reduced to 
no t mo re than half a do zen men. 
This 
same rule wo uld apply to clerks, bo o k 
keepers and o thers. 
••And so far as the meo hanical end o f 
the business is o o uo erned this same ro le 
wo uld also apply. 
Each year the indi- 
yidnal plants have put new designs and 
new shapes o f their pro duct o n the mar­ 
ket. 
This gives emplo yment to an army 
o f mo lders and mo delers. 
Bat it is 
hardly pro bable that^the co mbinatio n cf 
40 plants wo uld pro duce six o r ten new 
designs, and if this pro ves to be the 
case, what wo rk will there be fo r the 
sco res o f mo delers and mo lders emplo yed 
at present. 
••Again, the banks'here wo uld suffer 
as a reso lt o f the trast being fo rmed. 
To day the po tteries depo sit all 
their 
funds in banking institntio ns o f this 
city. This is the headquarters o f the 
po ttery industry. 
Pro m this place all 
business is transacted and East Liver­ 
po o l is kno wn the wo rld aro und as the 
great American po ttery city. 
But yo ur 
trast co mes into being, headquarters 
are in New Yo rk, o r in Chicago , and 
bauking ho uses there secure the bnsi- 
ness that is no w co ntro lled by East Liv­ 
erpo o l institutio ns. 
••Lo cal dealers fear the trast, gro cers, 
butchers, bakers, and perso ns in all 
mercantile pursuits in sho rt, dread the 
tíme when it beco mes a certainty, fo r it 
Is their belief that it will cause a paral­ 
ysis o f business, which will last as lo ng as 
the trust endures,” 
Edito rially the Dispatch says : 
“ The 
o pp<HÍtio ii at East Liverpo o l to the fo r­ 
matio n o f the po ttery trust is based very 
largely upo n the reaso ns so o ften urged 
against similar co mbinatio ns. 
Travel­ 
ing salefwneu and perm anent agents will 
bo dispensed with, the o bjecto rs say, 
individual staffs o f clerks and bo o k­ 
keepers will be merged into o ne co m­ 
paratively small fo rce. 
Designers and 
mo lders will suffer, because instead o f 
getting o ut half a do zen new designs 
fo r each o f 40 ixitteries, there will o nly 
be a do zen to make fo r the entire co m­ 
binatio n each year. 
In a wo rd, the e x­ 
pense o f co nducting the business will be 
mit do wn by the discharge o f ‘dnpli- 
o ate’ emplo yes, to the detrim ent o f the 
po ttery city. Precisely such savings are 
. elaimed by trust advo cates, which they 
Aco lare enables the co mbinatio ns to sell 
cheaper to the o o iisnraer. 
In this case 
ihe po tters expect to be reduced m their 
wages—alo ng w’ith o ther 'eco no mies’— 
and it is safe to say the co nsnmer will 
receive no benefit, unless so me recalci­ 
trant po ttery has to be fro zen o ut o f bus­ 
iness. 
In th at case, prices and pro fits 
may be cut to so me extent in sympathy 
with the reductio ns o f wages and the 
» umber o f emplo yes—until a mo no po ly 
o f the m arket permits an advance in 
pyices again.”

The pro fits o f the venture 
will go into a co mmo n fund fo r distri­ 
butio n amo ng the members o f the o r­ 
ganizatio n. There are abo ut 2,000 pack­ 
ing ho use wo rkmen in the city, and the 
additio n they pro po se to lo cate fo r 
themselves will be a large and influen­ 
tial on e.— Special Chicago Times Her- 
ald.

The Pittsburg Dispatch of yesterday 
gave prominence to an article which it 
alleges is an interview with a retired 
pottery manufacturer of this city. It is 
interesting because of its inaccuracies. 
The gentleman is credited with saying: 
"I believe the consummation of the 
trust deal will entail great suffering, not 
only upon hundreds of people here, but 
upon the town itself. 
While it is true 
that we do not positively know what the 
proposed combine’s plans are,yet we are 
positive that it will result in an exodus 
of workmen from this city.” 
“ But will not the plans be operated to 
their capacity under the trust’s adminis­ 
tration ?” 
“Yes,” he replied, “but with one 
management for probably 40 plants 
which are now operated bv as many 
individual concerns, there will neces­ 
sarily come a reduction in the number 
of employes. In the first place a large 
traveling foroe will not be necessary as 
is now the case. 
At present each large 
pottery has its representatives in the 
great cities of the United States. Take 
New York for instance. 
With 40 indi 
yid aal potteries, each one being repre­ 
sented there.40 men would be employed. 
But consolidate those interests, which 
means 
to 
kill 
home 
competition, 
and this foroe of 40 would bo reduced to 
not more than half a dozen men. This 
same rule would apply to clerks, book 
keepers and others. 
“ And so far as the mechanical end of 
the business is concerned this same role 
would also apply, Each year the indi 
vidnal plants have put new designs and 
new shapes of their prodnot on the mar 
ket. This gives employment to an army 
of molders and modelers. 
But it 
hardly probable that;the combination cf j 
40 plants would prodnoe six or ten new 
designs, and if this proves to be the 
case, what work will there be for the 
scores of modelers and molders employed 
at present. 
“ Again, the banks’here would suffer 
as a result of the trust being formed. 
Today the potteries deposit all their 
funds in banking institutions of this 
■city. This is the headquarters of the 
pottery industry. From this place a11 
business is transacted and East Liver­ 
pool is known the world around as the 
great Amerioan pottery city. Bat your 
trust oodles into being, headquarters 
are rn New York, or in Chicago, and 
banking houses there secure the busi­ 
ness that is now controlled by East Liv­ 
erpool institutions. 
“Local dealers fear the trnst, grocers, 
butchers, bakers, and persons in all 
mercantile pursuits in short, dread the 
time when it becomes a certainty, for it 
is their belief that it will canse a paral­ 
ysis of business, which will last as long as 
the trust endures,” 
Editorially the Dispatch says : “The 
opposition at East Liverpool to the for* 
mation of the pottery trust is based very 
largely upon the reasons so often urged 
against similar combinations. Travel­ 
ing salesmen and permanent agents will 
be dispensed with, the objectors say, 
individual staffs of clerks and book­ 
keepers will be merged into oue com­ 
paratively small force. Designers and 
molders will suffer, because instead of 
getting out half a dozen new designs 
for each of 40 potteries, there will only 
be a dozen to make for the entire com­ 
bination each year. 
In a word, the ex­ 
pense of conducting the business will be 
eat down bv the discharge of ‘dnpli- 
eate' employes, to the detriment of the 
pottery city. Precisely such savings are 
- claimed by trnst advocates, which they 
declare enables the combinations to sell 
cheaper to the consumer. In this case 
the potters expect to be reduced m their 
wages—along with other ‘economies — 
and it is safe to say the consumer will 
receive no benefit, unless some recalci­ 
trant pottery has to be frozen out of bus­ 
iness. In that case, prices and profits 
may be cut to some extent in sympathy 
with the reductions of wages and the 
lumber of employes—until a monopoly 
of the market permits an advance In 
prices again."

Besides the 
financial saving it is hoped to effect, the 
meu think their location in a compact 
body will make it easier for them to 66- 
cure such improvements they may desire 
in the way of waterworks, sewerage, 
street lights and paving than were they 
scattered over the entire city. 
Buildings which return to the syndi­ 
cate’s hands, owing to the purchaser's 
removal from the city or failure to pay 
for them in full, will be kept for pur­ 
poses of rental to other packing house 
employees who do not care to buy homes 
of their own.

management for probably 40 plauts 
which are now operated by as many 
individual concerns, there will neces­ 
sarily come a reduction in the number 
of employes. 
la the first placo a large 
traveling foroe will not be necessary as 
is now the case. 
At present each large 
pottery has its representatives in the 
great cities of the United States. 
Take 
New York for instance. 
With 40 indi­ 
vidual potteries, each one being repre­ 
sented there, 40 men would be employed. 
But consolidate those interests, which 
means 
to 
kill 
home 
competition, 
and this foroe of 40 woald bo redaoed to 
not more than half a dozen men. This 
same role woald apply to clerks, book 
keepers and others. 
"And so far as the meohanioai end of 
the business is concerned this same role 
would also apply, Eaoh year the indi­ 
vidual plants have pat new designs and 
new shapes of their prod not on the mar­ 
ket. This gives employment to an army 
of molders and modelers. 
Bat it is 
hardly probable that]the combination cf I 
40 plants would produoe six or ten new 
designs, and if this proves to be the 
case, what work will there be for the 
scores of modelers and molders employed 
at present. 
"Again, the banks’here woald suffer 
as a result of the trust being formed. 
Today the potteries deposit all their 
fonds in baukiug institutions of this 
city. This is the headquarters of the 
pottery industry. 
From this place a11 
business is transacted and East Liver­ 
pool is known the world around as the 
great American pottery city. 
Bot your 
trust comes into being, headquarters 
are in New York, or in Chicago, and 
banking houses there secure the busi­ 
ness that is now controlled by East Liv­ 
erpool institutions. 
"Local dealers fear the trust, grocers, 
butchers, bakers, and persons in all 
mercantile pursuits in short, dread the 
time when it becomes a certainty, for it 
is their belief that it will cause a paral­ 
ysis of business, which will last as long as 
the trust endures," 
Editorially the Dispatch says : “ The 
opposition at East Liverpool to the for­ 
mation of the pottery trust is based very 
largely upon the reasons so often urged 
against similar combinations. Travel­ 
ing salesmen and permanent agents will 
be dispensed with, the objectors say, 
individual staffs of clerks and book­ 
keepers will be merged into oue com­ 
paratively small force. 
Designers and 
molders will suffer, because instead of 
getting out half a dozen new designs 
for each of 40 potteries, there will only 
he a dozen to make for the entire com­ 
bination each year. 
In a word, the ex­

"Do these 
parents and schoolteachers think that 
they know more about tho needs of 
childhood than oh! Santa Clans? Well, 
I guess not. 
I ’ll just get a move od me 
next year and show them that I ’m not 
a whit behind the times. 
I ’ll set my 
fairy factory operatives at work, and 
next year ITI bring down a layout of 
toys for good little boys and girls that 
will make the eyes of their scientific 
pupas and mammas pop ont of their 
beads." 
# balita Claus never breaks his word, 
and, sure enough, be landed in New 
York on the night of the recent big 
snowstorm with a finer lot of toys than 
he had ever brought before. 
He con­ 
signed a very large share of his finest 
wares to a certain shop np town, and 
thither the good little boys aud girls are 
flecking by tho hundred—aud so are just 
as many very bad ones—to see them 
aud to select what they want. "W here­ 
in do the toys of 1898 differ from other 
toys?" asked a reporter of the manager 
of the big toyshop. "Toys this year," 
he answered, "are designed to bring out 
the natural bent of a child, to develop 
his best talent. 
What little girl oonld 
play with this completely furnished 
dollbouse and Dot acquire a taste for 
housekeeping, 
home furnishing 
and 
decoration?’’ 
The house in question had a drawing 
room hall with winding stairway, din­ 
ing room and kitchen on the first floor, 
music room, bedroom and nursery on 
the second and two bedrooms on the 
third, 
all completely furnished and 
lighted by electricity. There wasn’t oue 
thing lacking in that borne, not even a 
baby boy, who smilingly allowed him­ 
self to he fed from a bottle in the nurse’s 
arms while she sat iii a rocking chair 
iii the nursery. 
Presumably the happy 
father was banging away on a mechan­ 
ical toy piano in the music room, while 
bis wife, radiant in evening dress, ap­ 
parently awaited some guests for dinner 
in the drawing room below. A colored 
butler watched over the dining table, 
which was set with fine linen, glass, 
china, silver and flowers, and the cock 
was in the kitchen, banging over her 
pots and paus. Such a dollbouse costs 
$125, and not every little girl can have 
one, but there are dozens of other things 
out of which just as much fun can be 
had. 
What woman lives who, in her child­ 
hood days, has not longed for a tiny 
cooking stove? Once only tin stoves 
were to be had. Later iron stoves were 
put on tho market, and this year Santa 
Claus has provided some very fine min­ 
iature gas ranges on which little girls 
can cook. One of these ranges costs 
$25. but there is no wear out to it, and 
many a child, if allowed to do practical 
cooking on it, would perhaps save the 
cost of a course iu a cooking school 
some day or ho spared the reproaches of 
a husband—who knows? 
Mechanical toys always interest little 
folks, aud they are now more complex 
than heretofore. A clown magician who 
cuts his own head off aud yanks it on 
again and at the same time gives a Jack 
iu tho box show throws the youngsters 
into fits of laughter. 
A Japanese jug­ 
gler is no less funny, and a ballet girl 
who dances by steam gyrates in an as­ 
tonishing manner. 
A small engine at­ 
tachment furnishes the dancer’s power. 
A female tight rope walker conies in for 
a great share of attention, and as she 
balances herself and turns ou her wire 
perch vies with a man rope walker for 
first place in the hearts of the children. 
Such playthings vary in price from $25 
to $150, hut all sorts of mechanical ani­ 
mals and birds and people are to be 
had for comparatively small sums. 
Children like unexpected toys. 
At a 
very early age they show signs of what 
later iu life turns out to he a capacity 
for wanting what they can’t get. 
A 
winner in the mechanical line is a 
chicken that walks along aud lays eggs 
an she goes. A cow that gives real milk 
iii the regulation way finds first place 
in tho hearts of boys and girls who have 
ever spent a summer on a farm. True, 
it is somewhat disillusionizing to see 
some one lift up a t la pi) nor in the cow’s 
back and pour the milk in, but when 
the trapdoor is shut and tiny fingers 
milk the cow one forgets bow the milk 
has gone in and thinks only of how it 
comes out. These cows would be lonely 
if they bad no other barnyard animals 
to keep them company, but they hale 
plenty of society. 
There are pigs that 
grunt aa they walk, she<^) that bleat, 
braving doukevs aud billygoata, aud 


then there are perrormiug mon Keys, 
duncing hears aud cats. A musical rab­ 
bit which hides itself in a big pink 
rose, green cabbage or yellow chrysan­ 
themum is also very attractive, aud so 
are a lot of peacocks that stmt about 
closing np and spread out their beauti­ 
ful tails as they go. 
Military toys are all the rage. 
Boys 
like them better than mechanical toys, 
and thoughtful old Bauta Claus must 
have made a very thorough study of tho 
army aud navy. Battleships are iu great 
demand, and so are soldiers of every 
sort. There is always a large crowd of 
patriotic youngsters around a fort light­ 
ed by electricity and having a great 
number of infantrymen, cavalrymen 
and artillerymen on duty. 
A signal 
service station is connected with this 
fort, aud the young officer who flashes 
his messages here and there strikes won- I 
der to childhood*® mind. C om panies of 
soldiers and naval militia are put 
through all sorts of evolutions by means 
of a movable latticework to which they 
are attached and from which they can 
be easily detached. 
"The little boys conldn’t be dragged 
away from thesi* soldiers and battle­ 
ships and other military toys," remark­ 
ed a saleswoman, "were it not that the 
mechanical trains are all on a table 
near by. Bee how attractive they are this 
year," she went on. "Indeed they can’t 
fail to fascinate grown people. Here are 
baggage, express, mail, passenger, par 
lor, sleeping and dining cars, and all 
the turntable, pneumatic signal 
and 
switching apparatus, to say nothing of 
stations and roundhouses and tunnels. 
Some of the engines are reversing en­ 
gines, and when they go whizzing along, 
pulling a long line of cars, like that one 
which has just started, aud the whole 
way is lighted by electricity, I guess it 
is enough to make Tesla himself open 
his eyes, don't your’’ 
Tho Brooklyn bridge with the elevat­ 
ed cars aud trolleys running back and 
forth, is also a drawing card with those 
of a mechanical mind. There are many 
new things iu lead toys which indicate 
the trend of the times. 
Whole regi­ 
ments of Cubau, Spanish and American 
soldiers maneuvering afoot and on horse­ 
back, and a coast defense scheme is per­ 
fect, even to the smallest detail. Bat if 
mach more is said about the playthings 
made to interest boys the little girls 
will be thinking that Santa Clans has 
forgotten all about them. 
Banish the 
thongbt! How he over managed so many 
babies at once nobody knows, but he has 
brought the most exquisite dolls to town 
this year that have ever been seen 
around these parts. 
They are of every size and age. Many 
of them are attired as children, others 
as ynuug ladies and yonng men in the 
finest of clothes, and still othere as m a­ 
ture men aud women, and nearly all 
have real human hair, hair that eau be 
brushed and combed and curled. 
Well 
to do dolls require the services of but­ 
lers, valets, maids, coachmen, footmen 
aud cooks to make home life endurable, 
and when they go oat they must be pro­ 
tected by policemen, mounted and oth­ 
erwise, detectives and soldiers. 
The 
trousseau of a doll for a rich child is 
just as complete, so far as wearing ap­ 
parel, jewels and toilet accessories go, 
as that child’s can be if fortune still 
favors her when she turns woman. 
When the doll is a baby, she takes her 
airing in an English baby carriage or a 
willow pushcart, but after she grows up 
she rides in a fine high T cart. This 
swell turnout is pulled by a tandem 
team of bay horses. 
New games are to he had by the score. 
Puff billiards is one of the newest out 
and amuses grown people as much as it 
does youngsters. The tables are in three 
sizes, the biggest being for six players 
and the smallest for three. The object 
of the game is to keep the small cork 
bulls out of the pockets by means of the 
rubber putt’s, which look like tiny bel­ 
lows and are beld in position on the 
sides. The prices of this game vary 
from |fc8.50 to $28, according to the 
size. Miniature golf is another favorite 
and requires no little skill. The most 
striking characteristic of all the new 
games is that they are instructive. Each 
one teaches something, and many of the 
box games bear directly on the recent 
war and are obtainable for a few cents. 
Magnificent carved boxes with sets for 
playing checkers, chess, dominos and 
many 
other 
things 
are 
furnished 
throughout with ivory, and some cost 
as much as $98. Books for children are 
very much improved. In some of them 
the pictures are changed by simply 
pulling a little piece of cardboard; in 
others the pictures pull out accordion 
fashion, and the characters assume life 
like poses. 
People often say, "There are absolute­ 
ly no toys suitable for a child under 6 
months of age. ’’ Evidently Santa Claus 
got tired of hearing this complaint, for 
this season he has willow baskets filled 
to the brim with rubber dolls, balls, 
cows, sheep, pigs, gnats aud almost 
every other animal known tomau, espe 
cially prepared for infants. Each one 
of tbe-e things makes a noise of some 
kind, and tile sharpest little teeth ever 
cut can't find their way through them

to the rank of embassador, it seems to 
be the sentiment that hisentonrage here 
sbonid correspond with the high official 
dignity. 
The property now under con­ 
sideration is the mansion of the late 
Anthony Pollock, corner of I and Sev­ 
enteenth streets. 
This wonld establish 
.ta ly’s beadqnarteis in one of the most 
aristocratic .residential centers. 
The 
bouse, a large one, is particularly well 
adapted for entertaining, the dining 
room being the feature of the drawing 
room floor. 
The flrst nation to purchase its own 
home here was England. That coontry, 
from the earliest days, maintained a 
legation here in a style corresponding 
to the dignity of the nation it repre­ 
sented. For a number of yeais the Brit­ 
ish flag waved over the house 1710 H 
street, now known as the French em­ 
bassy. Lord and Lady Napier made the 
old house the social center while they 
lived in Washington. When Lord Lyons 
succeeded Lord Napier, he also selected 
this stately mansion for his residence. 
Lord Lyons’ term as British minister to 
this country ex tended from 18 59 to 
18 05 
Although he was a bachelor, he 
carried off the palm for brilliant and 
notable entertainments 
A ball given 
on her m ajesty’s birthday was of so 
splendid a character that it is yet re­ 
called with delight by those who were 
present. Sir Frederick Bruce, who came 
after Lord Lyons, lived in the house 
but a short time. 
It was subsequently 
purchased by Admiral Porter, who oo- 
cnpied it during the remainder of bis 
lifa 
The English embassy was the first 
honse of importance built out on Con- 
uectiout avenue and Sir Edward and 
Lady Thornton the first to dispense its 
elegant hospitalities. 
Then Lord back- 
ville followed with his daughters, who 
were great belles here, altbongh it was 
said they were not recognized abroad 
at their father’s official stations. In the 
two instances where the withdrawal of 
British ministers has been requested by 
this government a curious coincidence 
of social 
history occnra 
Sir John 
Crampton, whose recall was demanded 
because he endeavored to enlist recruits 
in this country for the British army in 
the Crimea, like Lord Sackville, took 
bis wife from the stage. 
She was the 
star of an operatic troupe performing at 
St. Petersburg, where Sir John Cramp- 
tou was the British minister. 
He be­ 
came desperately infatuated with her 
and a marriage followed. 
Her maiden 
name was Victoria Balfe, her father be­ 
ing the composer Balfe, of “ Bohemian 
Girl” celebrity, as well as the author 
of several other operas. Lord Sackville. 
as Sir Lionel Sackville West, married 
at the eleventh hour, and just shortly 
before her death, Pepita Durand, a dan­ 
cer, who was the mother of the Misses 
West. 
France has always fongbt shy of real 
estate iuvestnieut here, preferring to 
rent. When M. Patenotre married Miss 
Kherson of I’biladelpbia. 
the house 
1710 H street became the French eui- 
bas>y. At the time of this distinguished 
international wedding, almut lOO years 
had elapsed since M. (7enet, the first 
French minister to the I'nired Mates, 
married 
Cornelia 
Tappan 
(Jliiitoii, 
da lighter of the governor of New York. 
The prominent part played by the 
present embassador in the peace negoti­ 
ations between the United btates and 
Spain will give the house 1710 H street 
still greater historical interest. 
The 
iiiaiiFion was built by Richard Rush of 
Philadelphia and was occupied by his 
family during John Quincy Adams* ad- 
luiuistration, when Rush was secretary 
of the treasury. 
In 18 16 be went to 
England as American minister, taking 
Benjamin Ogle Tayloe, the 
original 
owner of the Octagon honse, with him 
as secretary of legation. 
The Octagon 
house, however, was built years before 
the Rush niansiou, the latter dating 
from about 18 26.

The first nation to purchase its own 
home here was Elngland.

HOMES OWNED BY OTHER NATIONS.

Tho Italian government is seriously 
considering tho advisability of becom­ 
ing an owner of real estate in W ashing­ 
ton. The representative of Italy has al­ 
ways maintained a very modest estab­ 
lishment at this capital. 
Since 1898, 
however, when the minister was raised 
to the rank of embassador, it seems to 
be the sentiment that his entourage here 
should correspond with the high official 
dignity. 
The property now under con­ 
sideration is the mansion of the late 
Anthony Pollock, corner of I and Sev­ 
enteenth streets. This would establish 
Italy's headquarter in one of the most 
aristocratic . residential centers. 
The 
bouse, a large one, is particularly well 
adapted for entertaining, the dining 
room being the feature of the drawing 
room floor. 
The first nation to purchase its own 
home here was England. That conntry, 
from the earliest days, maintained a 
legation here in a style corresponding 
to the dignity of the nation it repre­ 
sented. For a number of yeais the Brit­ 
ish flag waved over the house 1710 H 
street, uow known as the French em­ 
bassy Lord aud Lady Napier made the 
old house the social center while they 
lived in Washington. When Lord Lyons 
succeeded Lord Napier, he also selected 
this stately mansion for his residence. 
Lord Lyons’ term as British minister to 
this conntry extended from 1859 to 
1805 
Although he was a bachelor, he 
carried off the palm for brilliant aud 
notable entertainments. 
A ball given 
on her m ajesty’s birthday was of so 
splendid a character that it is yet re­ 
called with delight by those who were 
present. Sir Frederick Brace, who came 
after Lord Lyons, lived in the honse 
but a short time. It was subsequently 
purchased by Admiral Porter, who oc­ 
cupied it daring the remainder of bis 
life. 
The English embassy was the first 
bouse of importance built out on Con­ 
necticut avenue and Sir Edward and 
Lady Thornton the first to dispense its 
elegant hospitalities. 
Then Lord Sack- 
Ville followed with his daughters, who 
were great belles here, although it was 
said they were not recognized abroad 
at their father’s official stations. In the 
two instances where the withdrawal of 
British ministers has been requested by 
this government a curious coincidence 
of social 
history occurs. 
Sir John 
Crampton, whose recall was demanded 
beoause he endeavored to enlist recruits 
in this country for the British army in 
the Crimea, like Lord Saukville, took 
bis wife from the stage. 
She was the 
star of an operatic troupe performing at 
St. Petersburg, where Sir John Cramp­ 
ton was the British minister. 
He be­ 
came desperately infatuated with her 
aud a marriage followed. 
Her maiden 
name was Victoria Balfe, her father be­ 
ing the composer Balfe, of "Bohemian 
G irl” celebrity, as well as the author 
of several other operas. Lord Sackville, 
as Sir Lionel Sackville West, married 
at the eleventh hour, and just shortly 
before ber death, Pepita Durand, a dan­ 
cer, who was the mother of the Misses 
West. 
Franco has always fought, shy of real 
estate investment here, preferring to 
rent. When M. Patenotre married Miss 
Elverson of Philadelphia, 
the house 
1710 H street became tho French em­ 
bassy. At the time of this distinguished 
international wedding, about IOO years 
had elapsed since M. Genet, tho lirst 
French minister to the United states, 
married 
Cornelia 
Tappan 
Clinton, 
daughter of the governor of New York. 
The prominent part played by the 
present embassador in the peace negoti­ 
ations between the United States aud 
Spain will give the house 1710 H street 
still greater historical interest. 
The 
mansion was built by Richard Rush of 
Philadelphia and was occupied by his 
family daring John Quincy Adams’ ad­ 
ministration, when Rush was secretary 
of the treasury. In 1816 be went to 
Eugland as American minister, taking 
Benjamin Ogle Tayloe, the 
original 
owner of the Octagon honse, with him 
as secretary of legation. 
The Octagon 
house, however, was built years before 
the Rush mansion, the latter dating 
from about 1826. 
The quaintly pictur 
esqne architecture is very attractive, 
even at this day. 
Germany bought her own borne on 
Highland terrace, Massachusetts avenue, 
several years ago. 
It is a spacious, ele­ 
gant mansion, thoroughly modern and 
with no historical associations w hat­ 
ever. The Mexican government built its 
own legation here about ten years ago. 
The boose was planned with special 
view to entertainments of an official 
Ai arar tor. 
The ballroom, with its m ir­ 
ror walls, is a distinguishing feature. 
It has been the scene of many beautiful 
entertainments with the late lamented 
Muie. Romero as hostess. 
Korea bad established a legation bete

This was the first 
home of tim pioneer Korean ladies who 
cairn* hero in IHM) and formed such an 
attriietiv* and picturesque feature of so­ 
cial gatherings that season. 
While the diplomats show a disposi­ 
tion to scatter, still it is about Lafayette 
square that a greater number of houses 
remain, whose story gives glimpses of

at Columbus 
Saturday 
morning, reached here Saturday night. 
He was greeted at the station by his 
brothers, John aud Lawrence Stevenson 
aud a N e w s R e v ie w reporter. 
H e was 
comfortably dressed and earned a small 
valise. 
He said he had nothing to say 
for publication, beyond the fact that he 
was glad to get home. 
Stevenson was seen this morning ut 
the home of his father, Woodlawn aud 
Spring streets, by a representative of the 
Hew s R eview , aud said: 
"O f course. I am glad to get home, 
but after the first two or three mouths I 
was in Columbus it wa* only a matter 
of staving there, as I had nothing to do 
but take charge of the uew prisoners, 
and when none arrived I was not busy 
and conld go to bed aud get ap when I 
pleased. 
I was out every day. going to 
the warden’s office and spent mach of 
my time there. 
I knew’ several days 
ago that I woald tie paroled mid was 
glad to hear it, although if I had served 
the remaining eight months of my sen­ 
tence it simply meant that I would stay 
there and do but little work 
A prisoner 
who has violated the rules cannot get a 
parole, and while I am out ray behavior 
has to be the hest, aud I cannot leave 
the state without special per mission, and 
if I intend to locate out of the state I 
will have to show that I have obtained 
lucrative employment and must give a 
suitable bond. 
" I do not intend to do anything until 
the first of the year, as it is only two or 
three weeks away. 
I have two or three 
things in view but don't know as yet 
what I will do 
I haven’t decided 
whether I will renow the practice of 
law, but I donor intend to locate here.” 
He was then asked about the prisoners 
from this county, and replied : 
"Jess McGregor, who was sentenced 
for killing Liz Ewing, has one of the 
best jobs in the penitentiary, and is 
private secretary to the secretary of the 
board of m anaged.

Since any danger from an exposition has 
passed the secret bas spruad to a greater 
or less extent among the engineering 
officers who were to carry out the spec­ 
ifications, aud it was from one of these 
that your correspondent ascertained the 
facts. 
The plan contemplates the most scien­ 
tific scheme known to military science 
aud is both elaborate aud perfect iii its 
magnitude. Three great divisions were 
made in the distribution of the forces. 
To the east of the city, from a point on 
the shore of the golf ten miles from the 
limits of Havana aud extending in a 
semicircle to a point southeast, will be 
camped the First army corps, consist­ 
ing of 25 regiments. To the west of the 
city, beginning at the playa ten miles 
out and extending in similar formation 
to a point southwest of Havana, will be 
caiupi’d the Seventh arm y corps, con­ 
sisting of 80 regiments.

••The indentures for the year are only

vVe have never since our connection 
with the home had so many small chil- 
Iren, hence the few indentures. 
Hud 
we been more fortunate in possessing 
boys and girls from 12 to 15 years old, in 
place of so m any younger, we could 
have added to the number of indentures 
iP many more, and reduced the number 
jD the home to less than IOO. 
We have 
received this year 71 children, aud only 
one over ten years of age. 
• In finding homes for these children 
we depend largely upon the farm er to 


provide, and he almost invariably desires 
one who can assist in the farm work 
immediately. 
••We close this year with a daily 


average of 128, aud we have cared for in 
that time 282. 
••The most difficult question we have 
to deal with is that of boarders. 
So 
many parents apparently wish to pay 
the board of their children, and think ’ 
they can ; but after getting them into 
the hands of charity, they seemingly 
forget their obligations. 
These come in 
on our regular admission blanks, filled 
out, and should the remittance for their 
keeping fail to come forth at the stared 
time the apparent boarder goes out the 
name as any other child in his home, 
into the first good home presented, and 
the parents are ignorant of its where­ 
abouts. 
' For the year Stark county had 26 
children; Columbiana, 44.

BIG AW A RD TO INDIANS.

Seldom has a more perplexing Indian 
problem arisen than the one nfdistribut 
mg the award of $1,961,000 lately made 
by the court of claims to the Eix Na 
finns aud a few allied tribes 
It grew 
out of a failure to carry out the treaty 
of Buffalo Greek, made in 1888. when 
it was agreed that the entire body of 
5, fibfi indians should settle in the Green 
bay territory of Wisconsin, and urrunge 
no lits were made accordingly, but the 
(den fell through, and 
it wus then 
agreed to settle them somewhere else 
we.*t of the Mississippi. 
The enormous amount of 820 acres to 
each Indian v as promised, and it wus 
also agreed to appropriate $400,000 to 
meet 
the traveling expenses of 
the 
tribes. The Indians became tired of the 
undertaking, and us the government 
did not urge it they remained in the 
vicinity of their old hunting grounds, 
where the remnant of them still are. 
Laud had been set aside for the tribes 
in Kansas, but it was sold, aud the 
government retained the money. Then, 
when the reservations in western New 
York were arranged, which was doue 
about 1857, some of the tribes relin­ 
quished their claim to the lands sold, 
but they did not always receive the 
full value of their claims 
This was 
true of the Tonawanda!, a band of the 
{senecas, now settled-on a reservation in 
Lr ie und Genesee counties. 
These claims, with their accrued in 
* forest, have been adjusted all together, 
aud the big sum has been awarded to 
the various tribes. The money is avail 
able aud the government is ready aud 
willing to pay it, bul what of the poor 
indium Few of the whole uuraber have 
the capacity of making any good use of 
it.— Special Cor.

The Italian governm ent is seriously 
considering the advisability of becom­ 
ing an owner of real estate in W ashing­ 
ton. The representative of Italy has a l­ 
ways m aintained a very modest estab­ 
lishment at this capital. 
Since 1898, 
aowever, when the m inister was raised 
to the rank of embassador, it seems to 
be the sentim ent that his entourage here 
honld correspond w ith the high official 
dignity. 
The property now under con­ 
sideration is the mansion of the late 
Anthony Pollock, corner of I and Sev­ 
enteenth streets. 
T his would establish 
taly’s h ead quarter in one of the most 
aristocratic . residential 
centers. 
The 
bouse, a large oue, is particularly w ell 
adapted for entertaining, the dining 
room being the feature of the drawing 
room floor. 
The first nation to purchase its own 
home here was England. I hat country, 
from the earliest days, maintained a 
legation here in a style corresponding 
to the dignity of the nation it repre 
sented. For a number of yeais the B rit­ 
ish flag waved over the bouse HIO H 
street, now known as the French em 
bassy 
Lord aud Lady Napier made the 
old house the social center w hile they 
.ived in W ashington. When Lord Lyons 
succeeded Lord Napier, be also selected 
this stately mansion for his residence. 
Lord Lyons’ term as British m inister to 
this country extended from 
18.>9 
to 
1895 
Although he w as a bachelor, he 
carried off the palm for brilliant aud 
notable entertainm ents. 
A ball given 
on her m ajesty’s birthday was of so 
splendid a character that it is yet re­ 
called w ith delight by those who were 
present. Sir Frederick Bruce, who came 
after Lord Lyons, lived in the house 
but a short tim e. 
It w as subsequently 
purchased by Admiral Porter, who oc­ 
cupied it during the remainder of bis 
life. 
The English embassy was the first 
house of importance built out on Con­ 
necticut avenue and Sir Edward and 
l,ady Thornton the first to dispense its 
elegant hospitalities. 
Then Lord Mack­ 
ville followed w ith his daughters, who 
were great belles here, although it was 
said they were not recognized abroad 
at their father’s official stations 
In the 
two instances where the withdrawal of 
British m inisters has been requested by 
this governm ent a curious coincidence 
of 
social 
history occurs, 
air John 
Cram pion, who*e recall was demanded 
because he endeavored to enlist recruits 
in this country for the British army in 
the Crimea, like Lord Beckville, took 
bis w ife from the stage. 
She was the 
star of an operatic troupe performing at 
Bt. Petersburg, where Bir Johu (.'ramp­ 
ion was the British minister. 
He be­ 
came desperately infatuated w ith her 
aud a marriage followed. 
Her maiden 
name was Victoria Baife, her father be­ 
ing the composer Balfe, of “ Bohemian 
G irl” celebrity, as w ell as tim author 
of several other operas. Lord Slickville, 
as Bir Lionel Backville West, married 
at the eleventh hour, and just shortly 
before her death, Pe pita Dum nd, a dan­ 
cer, who w as the mother of the Misses 
Wast* 
France has alw ays fought shy of real 
estate investm ent here, preferring to 
rent. When M. Patenotro married Miss 
Elverson cif Philadelphia, 
the 
house 
I?IO H street became the French em ­ 
bassy. At the tim e of this d istinguished 
international wedding, almut IOO years 
had elapsed siuco M Genet, the first 
French m inister to the United Mates, 
married 
Cornelia 
I appall 
Clinton, 
daughter of the governor of New Y u k . 
Tile prom inent part played by the 
present embassador in the peace uegoti 
adon* between the United States and 
Bpain w ill give the house 1710 H street 
still greater historical interest. 
The 
mansion wa* built by Richard Rush of 
Philadelphia and was occupied by his 
fam ily daring John Quincy Adam s’ ad­ 
m inistration, when Rush was secretary 
of the treasury. 
In 1816 be went to 
Fugland as American m inister, taking 
Benjamin Ogle Tayloe, the 
original 
owner of the Octagon house, with him 
as secretary of legation. 
The Octagon 
house, however, was built years before 
the Rush mansion, the latter dating 
from about 1820- 
The quaintly pictur 
esqne architecture is very attractive. 
even at this day 
Germany bought her owu home on 
Highland terrace, Massachusetts avenue, 
several years ago. 
It is a spacious, ele­ 
gant mansion, thoroughly modern aud 
with no historical associations w hat­ 
ever. The M exican government built its 
own legation here about ten years ago. 
The bouse w as planned w ith special 
view to entertainm ents of an official 
jfe*racter. 
The ballroom, w ith its m ir­ 
ror walla, is a distinguishing feature. 
It bas been the scene of many beautiful 
entertainm ents w ith the late Umlauted 
Mute. Romero as hostess 
Koran bad established a legation M a

but a short lim e when it was deemed to 
buy the property 1500 Thirteenth street, 
just off Iowa circle. 
This was the first 
home of the pioneer Korean ladies who 
came bere in 1889 and formed such aD 
attractive and picturesque feature of so­ 
cial gatherings that season. 
W hile the diplom ats show a disposi­ 
tion to scatter, still it is about Lafayette 
square that a greater number of houses 
remain, whose story gives glim pses of 
p erson s and events that have traveled 
down to posterity in history aud in 
some of the com m unicative memoirs of 
the early days of the capital.— W ash­ 
ington Post
